Forbidding rtoglon in Virginia and 
North Carotina Catando Na Hos­ 
pitable Hand to Visitor*. 


Th# name “Dismal Swamps is a by­ 
word everywhere. and a legend hai 
grown tip around It of a dreary, boggy, 
unknown region of snakes and dark, 
damp thlcfet*, where rufiaway slave* 
fled for refuge. 
This region in btft 
little l>ctter known today than It wat 
when George Washington himself laid 
out a route through It. 
The swnmp fa old historically. The 
first settlers at Norfolk and the region 
round abont knew of It as a wild, lm- 
passable hit of country fntl of game and 
of valuable timber—cypress, so good 
for making shingles; Juniper, black 
gum and beech. 
In 1728 Col. Byrd, 
while trying to establish the boundary 
line between Virginia and North Caro­ 
lina. ran a survey across It, working 
with the greatest difficulty ami mak­ 
ing only a mile a day through the 
thick growth. He it was who named 
it the Dismal swamp. 
Later surveys and government mapa 
show that the wilderness contain* 
about 800 square miles of wood and 
water ,yh% ln 4 tract h * * w M M 
wide and forty-five long, and extending 
twenty miles into Virginia and twcnty- 
, five Into North Carolina. 
The soil is 
.,1® sort of rich black vegetable mould, 
dry and caky at some seasons, and sat­ 
urated with w ater at others. 
The whole region is like a kuge 
sponge, alternately dry and wet, and 
as the swamp level, curiously enough, 
Is twenty feet above tidewater, it is 
thpfc source 
of 
many 
rivers 
and 
streams.

There are dee# in the woods, hut 
It Is the wild cattle that give the best 
sport. 
The ancestors of these “reed- 
fed” cattle, as they ore called, strayed 
fn from the fields and took up rhelr 
abode in the swamp. The result Is a 
race of small, active^ wild cattle, the 
flesh of which is a doll clous combina­ 
tion of the qualities of wild game and 
tame animals. - v
